WASHINGTON.  Jan.  29.  —  The 
commencement  of  diplomatic  nego- 
tiations with  Canada  on  the  subject 
of  the  Dominion's  customs  prefer- 
ences on  imports  routed  through  her 
seaports  and  shipping  lines,  was  re- 
ported to  ihi  Ornate  today  by  Pres- 
ident Coolidge. 

The  question  of  the  customs  pref- 
erences wo*  discussed  in  two  reports 
submitted  by  the  President  to  the 
Senate  The  reports  however, 
showed  differences  of  opinion  as  to 
the  factors  causing  diversion  of 
American  commerce  to  Canadian 
port*  and  the  remedies  for  prevent- 
ing It. 

One  report,  prepared  by  the  Secre- 
taries of  Bute  and  Agriculture  and 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, declared  that  the  Canadian 
customs  preferences  resulted  In  some 
diversion  of  American  Import*  and 
export*  through  the  Dominion  ports, 
although  evidence  Is  lacking  that 
the  losses  from  that  cause  alone 
hsve  been  or  can  be  very  large.  The 
principle  involved,  however,  seems  to 
warrant  discussion  with  Canada.  It 
*ald.  and  diplomatic  negotiations 
already  have  been  begun.

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to 
Inquire  as  to  the  working  of  th** 
said  Provincial  Elections  Act  as 
amended: 

Be  It  therefore  resolved,  that  a 
select  coaunitteswpf  this  House 
be  appointed  forthwith  to  in- 
quire fully  into  the  operation  of 
the  provision*  or  the  said  act  as 
amended 

And  be  It  further  resolved  that 
the  said  committee  be  empow- 
ered to  send  for  persons,  papers, 
and  records',  to  examine  the 
same  and  to  take  evidence  under 
oath,  and  to  report  their  flnd- 

thls  House. 

Mr.  Manson.  after  recalling  the 
history  of  the  late  election,  said  that 
In  recent  years  there  had  been  a 
cumber  of  changes  introduced  into 
the  election  laws.  He  thought  It 
was  an  opportune  time  to  have  the 
House  go  into  the  matter  while  the 
memory  was  fresh,  and  when  an- 
other election  was  some  way  off. 

He  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
ballot  that  was  used  by  the  province 
was  different  from  that  used  in  any 
sister  province,  and  in  the  Dominion 
and  did  not  make  the  provision  for 
elimination  of  all  but  s  small  space 
In  which  the  mark  could  be  made  on 
the  ballot  in  front  of  the  names 

In  every  constituency  there  had 
been  ballots  marked  in  wrong  places. 
He  recalled  the  ballot  for  absentees 
brmg  unanimously  endorsed  by  a 
special  committee  last  session,  and 
yet  there  were  indications  that  it 
had  not  worked  out  as  well  as  it 
might. 

ABSENTEE  BALLOTS 

Hon.  J.  HlnehlifTe  pointed  out 
that  while  In  1W4  there  had  been  a 
great  deal  of  objection  to  the  way 
In  which  the  absentee  ballots  were 
handled  after  they  were  cast.  There 
was  nothing  of  this  kind  in  the  last 
election. 

With  respect  to  thr  ballot  that 
had  been  used  In  this  province,  there 
was  the  same  confined  space  left  for 
the  voter  so  that  It  was  difficult  to 
spoil  the  ballot.  The  late  Govern- 
ment was  the  one  responsible  for 
changing  that  ballot. 

Mr.  HlnehlifTe  said  that  the  result 
of  conference  with  the  chief  electoral 
officer  Indicated  that  the  fault  chief- 
ly found  was  not  so  much  in  the 
ballot  used,  as  In  the  class  of  per- 
sons employed  to  act  as  returning 
officers,  who  were  Incapable  In  many 
instances.  He  felt  the  appointment 
of  the  committee  would  be  a  waste 
of  time. 

Mr.  O.  6.  Pearson,  of  Nanalmo. 
sympathised  with  the  mover  of  the 
motion.  He  objected  to  the  ballots 
being  such  that  the  marking  could 
be  read  through  them. 

Hon.  R.  H.  Pooley,  Attorney -Gen- 
eral, marveled  at  the  complaint  that 
was  made  as  to  the  paper  being  too 
thin.  It  had  been  in  the  power  ot 
the  late  Government  to  have  righted 
it.  Beiore  the  next  election  oame 
round  he  said  he  could  assure  the 
House  Che  electorate  would  be  prop- 
erly protected  In  this  matter. 

Hon.  W.  A.  McKewde,  Minister  of 
Mines,  then  launched  out  in  vigor- 
ous manner  with  respect  to  the  mat- 
ter. He  wished  to  know  why  a 
change  had  not  been  made  in  the 
thickness  of  the  ballot  paper  by  the 
late  GovernmenL 

Why  waa  the  change  not  made  be- 
fore the  last  election  If  the  former 
Government  knew  of  the*  trouble? 

It  did  not  require  a  committee  of 
the  House  to  go  into  the  attaes,  said 
Mr.  McKerade. 

There  were  many  things  that  re- 
quired attention  In  maintaining  the 
secrecy  of  the  ballot,  ssld  he.  Among 
them  was  the  practice  of  having  the 
ballot  handed  to  the  returning 
officer,  who  placed  It  In  the  box. 
These  officers  could  tell  the  marking 
of  the  ballots,  and  he  had  all  sym- 
pathy with  the  electors  who  objected 
to  handtng  the  ballot*  to  the  officer 
A  clever  returning  officer  could  tell 
how  00  per  cent  of  the  electors 
voted 

The  amendments  made  to  the 
Election  Act  before  the  last  election 
made  It  a  very  different  one  from 
the  1034  election. 

"There  will  be  amendment*  to  the 
Election  Act  before  another  election 
comes  on."  said  Mr  McKensle 

He  went  on  to  say  that  he  thought 
they  should  have  a  report  from  the 
chief  electoral  officer  After  that 
they  would  be  In  better  shape  to 
deal  with  amendmenta. 

Mr  Manson  said  that  Dr.  Mac-

American  port*  has  an  unfair  ad-  | 
vantage  over  American  grain  going  • 
through  Canadian  ports,  the  Ship-  1 
ping  Board  reported,  and  pressure 
should  be  brought  to  bear  to  have  I 
the  discrepancy  removed. 

Both  reports  dealt  at  length  with 
the  Australian  customs  preference 
on  goods  shipped  via  Canadian 
porta  and  found  It  adversely  affect* 
American  shipping  line*  carrying 
export*  to  Australia.  The  silk  move- 
ment, constituting  nearly  four-fifths 
of  the  total  imports  into  the  United 
States,  through  Canada,  was  also 
outlined  at  length,  but  no  tpccinc 
remedy  was  suggested. 

SIGNIFICANT  COMPARISON 
"A  comparison  of  the  percentage 
of  the  total  commerce  of  each  coun- 
try handled  by  the  ports  of  thr 
other,"  the  departmental  report  said, 
"showa  that  In  the  yesr  endcu' 
March  31.  1928.  Canadian  ports  ob- 
tained only  4.8  per  cent  of  the  total 
tradt  of  the  United  State*  with 
countries  other  than  Canada  while 
American  ports  obtained  26  6  per 
cent  of  the  trade  of  Canada  with 
countries  other  than  the  United 
States  " 

Regarding  the  rates  to  Pacific 
Coast  ports,  the  departmental  re- 
port said  that  undue  preference  does 
not  seem  to  be  given  by  the  Cana- 
dian authorities  to  Vancouver  as 
against  American  ports,  "or  Hint 
such  export  movement  as  may  take 
place  from  point*  in  the  United 
States  to  Canadian  porta  can  be  at- 
tributed to  any  undue  advantage  in 
rates." 

The  opinion  was  expressed  in  the 
report  that  while  customs  prefer- 
ences may  have  had  their  effect  un 
the  steadily  declining  traffic  which 
passea  through  United  States  port* 
en  route  to  Canada,  the  greater  part 
of  this  diversion  is  attributable  to 
other  Influences  than  the  Canadian 
cuMoms  preference*. 

"While  the  removal  of  Canada's 
prererencea  probably  would  no:  en- 
able American  ports  to  regain  a 
very  large  portion  of  the  Canadian 
Import  traffic  which  ha*  been  lost  ." 
mid  the  report,  "the  removal  of  such 
preferences  would  tend  to  prevent 
such  further  losses  as  may  result 
therefrom."

According  to  United  8tatea  immigration  statis- 
tics 73,605  Canadians  crossed  the  border  and 
became  American  dwellers  during  1028.  This  Is 
a  better  showing,  from  the  standpoint  of  C  an- 
ada's population,  than  during  any  year  since 
1924.  and. the  reason  is  put  down  to  the  American 
quota  law  which  requires  visas  of  all  immigrants 
seeking  admission  to  the  United*  States.  This  is 
the  reason  which  the  American  Commissioner  of 
Immigration  assigns  to  the  decline  in  Canadian 
entrants,  and  he  gives  no  other. 

In  1924,  the  year  during  which  the  quota  law 
went  into  effect.  200.834  Canadians  entered  the 
United  States.  In  1925.  the  figure  was  102.496;  in 
1028.  91.786;  tn  1927.  81,982  and  in  1928,  73.605. 
Of  the  latter  figure  98  6  per  cent  gave  Canada  as 
their  last  place  of  residence.  The  American 
authorities  have  closely  checked  the  residence  of 
these  new  immigrants  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing that  they  are  bona  fide  Canadian  cltlaena. 
Of  the  number  85.1  per  cent,  or  62,229,  were  of 
English,  French.  Scotch  and  Irish  races. 

Of  last  year's  emigrants  to  the  United  States 
from  this  Dominion  one  out  of  every  seven  was 
a  child.  11.000  being  under  sixteen  years  of  age: 
17,045  ranging  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
twenty-one;  21.181  from  twenty-two  to  twenty- 
nine  years;  10,111  from  thirty  to  thirty-seven 
years:  5.450  from  thirty-eight  to  forty-four  years, 
and  8.809  from  forty -five  to  fifty-five  and  over. 
There  were  39,397  males  and  34.208  females.  In 
occupations,  18,730  of  the  emigrants  were  skilled; 
6.510  were  commen  laborers.  4,127  were  servants; 
3.181  were  farmers  and  5,072  were  of  the  mercan- 
tile and  miscellaneous  classes.  Canada  during 
the  past  year  lost  3,884  professional  men  and 
women.  In  one  note  of  the  American  Commis- 
sioner^ report  It  Is  stated:  'About  four-fifths  of 
the  Immigrant  aliens  at  Canadian  borderland 
stations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30. 
1928.  were  born  In  Canada.  The  major  portion 
of  the  remainder  were  found  to  be  natives  of 
European  countries,  principally  Oreat  Britain 
and  Ireland."

RURAL  LIBRARY  SERVICE 

The  extension  of  library  service  that  Is  pro- 
posed In  the  report  of  the  Public  Library  Com- 
mission may  be  expected  to  receive  special  at- 
tention from  the  Members  of  the  Legislature  who 
represent  rural  constituencies.  It  is  for  these 
areaa  only  that  the  advance  step  Is  recommended. 
In  fact,  as  far  aa  the  report  Is  concerned.  It  Is 
taken  for  granted  that  the  cities  can.  look  after 
themselves  In  the  matter  of  giving  their  people 
accessibility  to  books.  The  report  deals  with  the 
population  of  smaller  centres,  rural  districts  and 
Isolated  communities.  Library  authorities  com- 
pute that  these  constitute  about  44  per  cent  of 
the  population  and  that  over  nine-tenths  or  such 
people  have  no  access  to  public  libraries. 

The  non-urban  members  of  the  House  are 
familiar  with  the  urgents  needs  of  British  Co- 
lumbia in  this  matter  Though  traveling  library 
packages  were  sent  out  last  year  to  100  points 
a  stream  of  applications  Is  coming  In.  some  of 
them  pathetically  appealing,  that  cannot  from 
lack  of  funds  be  met  fairly.  The  Legislature  has 
recognised  the  need  of  increasing  the  annual 
grant  from  $12,000  for  1926  to  $14,000  for  1027 
:ind  $18,000  for  10-28.  The  possibility  of  aid  from 
the.  Carnegie  Corporation  Is  one  of  the  induce- 
ments for  a  still  further  Increase  during  the  next 
few  years.  Should  the  arrangement  be  made  that 
li  suggested  In  the  report,  of  co-operation  be- 
tween the  Province  and  the  Corporation  on  a 
fifty-fifty  basis  for  the  next  seven  years,  a  great 
invlgoration  of  rural  life  might  be  safely  fore- 
cast as  the  result.  Those  who  know  the  need  for 
books  In  rural  and  Isolated  communities  will 
realize  the  money  would  be  well  spent. 

Cach  of  the  four  projects  outlined  in  the  re- 
port makes  its  own  peculiar  appeal  The  erection 
of  district  areas,  similar  to  the  county  library 
plan  that  has  worked  so  well  In  England.  Is 
recommended  as  the  first  step.  In  one  of  three 
fairly  well  populated  districts  mentioned,  the 
southeast  end  of  Vancouver  Island,  the  Fraser 
Valley  or  the  Okanagan-Yale  district,  the  towns 
and  villages  would  be  linked  up  In  a  closely  co- 
operative service  which  would  bring  books  near 
to  all  the  homes.  It  Is  proposed  that  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  would  carry  out  this  plan  for  a  pe- 
riod of  five  yoars  with  the  objective  in  mind  that 
the  district  would  begin  to  look  after  Itself  at  the 
end  of  that  period.  This  would  be  In  the  nature 
of  a  demonstration  to  be  followed  In  the  other 
two  districts.  The  small  communities  along  the 
railway  Unas  would  be  reached  under  another 
project  which  would  be  initiated  in  the  second 
year,  by  means  of  a  railway  car  which  would  be 
a  sort  of  library  on  wheels  The  proposal  has  been 
favorably  received  by  the  railway*.  The  needs  of 
the  Interior  would  be  met  under  the  third 
project  with  an  Interior  library  despatch  office  to 
be  set  up.  the  principle  of  branch  city  libraries 
being  appUed  to  the  widely  extended  area.  Then 
there  are  the  hundreds  of  coastal  points  that  can 
be  reached  only  by  boat. 

Each  of  these  plans  has  received  the  approval 
not  alone  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  and 
of  the  expert  librarian  who  msVle  the  survey  but 
also  of  the  heads  of  the  city  libraries,  and  in  ad- 
dition of  a  group  of  interested  and  capable  clti- 
sens  who  assisted  In  the  dUrusslon  of  the  pfo. 
posed  plans.  The  report  merits  the  early  consid- 
eration of  the  Provincial  Secretary  and  of  the 
House.  The  enlargement  of  educational  facilities 
that  library  service  would  furnish  Is  one  of  the 
major  matters  In  the  welfare  of  the  Province 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  answer  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  to  the  preliminary  request  of

STORY  OF  THE  MrtNTOSII  RED 

There  is  a  pleasant  story  which  tells  of  a  John 
Mcintosh,  who  settled  tn  Ontario  in  the  old  pioneer- 
ing days  and  found  a  clump  of  twenty  apple  trees 
growing  close  to  his  farest  home  Whence  they  came 
neither  he  nor  subsequent  hosts  of  learned  botanists 
could  dLsroveT.  although  the  opinion  is  now  generally 
held  that  the  apple  la  not  a  native  of  North  America, 
and  that  they  were  introduced  in  the  davs  before  his- 
tory. Mcintosh  was  Inspired  with  the  idea  of  culti- 
vating the  fruit,  and  with  infinite  rare  he  transplanted 
the  trees  to  sn  open  space.  All  his  trees  died  save  one 
which  for  over  a  century  bore  luscious  rrult  and  be- 
came the  parent  tree  of  the  famous  Mcintosh  apple 
which  Canada  now  grows  in  millions 

In  1892  this  old  tree  was  badly  •corr.hed  by  fire 
but  It  clung  tenaciously  to  life  until  tn  1808  its 
apple  fell,  and  near  Its  site  a  monument  was

1596  Yale  Street, 
oi  Mr.  Gerald  Herbert  Cross,  aged 
sixty-nine.  He  had  lived  for  many 
years  in  the  province,  and  was 
widely  known  both  on  the  Lower 
Mainland  and  on  the  Island 

Mr.  Cross  was  born  m  South 
Keruingtou.  England.  February  21. 
1859.  and  educated  at  Leatherheoa 
College  He  was  In  the  British  War 
Office,  leaving  that  post  to  come  out 
to  Canada.  He  arrived  in  British 
Columoia  Jn  lgni,  and  remained  a 
few  months,  then  going  to  the 
neighboring  state  of  Washington, 
where  he  stayed  for  three  or  four 
years.  In  1885  he  returned,  settling 
at  New  Westminster.  Crossing  to 
the  Island  he  operated  The  Wel- 
lington Enterprise,  in  Wellington, 
when  that  town  was  booming,  and 
Inter  transferred  to  Nanalmo,  where 
hi-  edited  The  Review. 

He  became  private  secretary  to 
Mr.  Joseph  Martin,  afterwards  Pre- 
mier. About  1901  he  came  to  this 
district  and  farmed  In  Saanich.  He 
met  with  an  accident  In  1906  wMoh 
prevented  his  continuing  on  the 
bind,  and  he  moved  into  the  city. 
During  the  time  he  was  in  Saanich 
he  was  also  a  provincial  police 
officer,  when  Mr  Hussey  was  su- 
perintendent of  police. 

During  the  war  he  was  on  the 
board  of  censors.  He  was  active  in 
the  Parent-Teacher  movement,  of 
which  he  was  one  ot  the  founders, 
and  also  took  an  active  interest  in 
Usf  new  cathedral  fund. 

He  operated  for  a  few  years  in 
Victoria  as  a  real  estate  mm  and 
notary  public  before  his  retirement 

Mr  Cross  was  a  member  of  the 
t'nion  Lodge.  No  9.  A.F.  it  A.M., 
New  Westminster. 

In  his  younger  days  Hit.  Cross 
took  a  great  Interest  In  cricket,  and 
had  been  connected  with  the  I 
Zingarl  team  in  the  Old  Country 
He  frequently  umpired  games  arter 
he  crime  to  this  city  and  helped  to 
found  the  Umpires  Association

Kerr,  "sink  into  oblivion,  while 
those  who  went  to  the  Klondike  In 
search  of  gold  are  kept  always  be- 
fore us" 

BUT   FEW  RESIDENTS 

Throughout  the  area  upon  which 
he/  was  lecturing,  continued  the 
speaker,  there  wss  only  s  popu- 
lation of  one  hundred  whites.  The 
bathollth  of  the  country  had  been 
developed  by  periods  of  intrusion, 
the  significance  of  which  .was  that 
90  per  cent  of  our  mineralization 
was  due  to  Intrusion.  There  were 
two  mineralised  gone*  running 
parallel  to  each  other  In  a  north 
and  snuth  direction,  of  which  the 
westerly  one  had  five  routes  of  ap- 
proach while  that  to  the  east  hsd 
three.  Of  the  two  zone*  the  west 
seemrd  to  offer  infinitely  greater 
possibilities  to  the  prospector,  and 
the  most  feasible  approach  was  by 
way  of  the  Stlklne  River,  of  which 
many  views  were  shown  upon  the 
screen. 

OJfl  AREA  PROSPECTED 

Only  one  area  of  this  zone  had 
been  extensively  prospected,  and 
that  was  the  Portland  Canal  area 
There  were  two  ways  of  traveling 
the  country.  One  was  along  the 
livers,  and  the  other  along  the 
peaks,  above  Umber  line,  where  the 
prunpector  had  more  chance  of  ob- 
serving the  nature  of  the  rocks.  For 
river  work  the  best  type  of  craft 
was  a  twenty-four-foot  flat  bot- 
tomed boot  with  a  shovel  nose,  and 
equipped  with  sn  eight  horsepower 
Johnson  overboard  engine,  wnlch 
would  push  her  through  the  water 
at  about  fifteen  miles  an  hour. 

The  purpose  of  the  Oeological 
Survey  in  undertaking  this  work, 
concluded  Dr  Kerr,  had  been  to  try 
to  develop  that  section  of  the  prov- 
ince. The  work,  which  wss  pri- 
marily of  a  reconnaissance  nature, 
would  only  be  of  value  m  so  far  u 
the  public  chose  to  use  it  At  the

Rev.  George  G.  Webber, 
Provincial  Secretary  of 
Lord's  Day  Alliance,  Re- 
views Year's  Work  '

"If  we  fail  to  preserve  our  Sun- 
days a«  days  of  spiritual  worship 
and  instruction,  we  have  taken  a 
vital  step  in  the  disintegration  and 
moral  disruption  of  human  life,  as 
individuals,  as  families  and  as  com- 
munities." Rev.  Oeorge  O.  Webber, 
provincial  secretary  for  the  Lodr's 
Day  Alliance  in  British  Columbia 
and  Alberta,  told  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  body  in  Victoria  yes- 
terday. 

The  meeting  took  place  at  the 
Metropolitan  United  Church,  with 
Right  Rev  Blabop  Schofleld  presid- 
ing, in  the  absence  of  the  president. 
Right  Rev.  Bishop  Doull.  of  Vernon, 
who  waa  again  elected  head  of  the 
organization.  The  meeting  waa 
chleny  occupied  with  the  reading  of 
Mr  Webber's  report  This  occupied 
tbout  an  hour,  and  several  questions 
arose  from  it  which  Involved  gen- 
eral discussion.

Notwithstanding  the  snowfall  and 
anything  but  conducive  conditions 
for  turning  out  on  a  Winter's  night

Of  all  Lhe  former  fighters— that 
is  up  to.  but  not  including  those 
of  today— I  would  select  them  for 
the  greatest  in  their  class  like  this. 

Heavyweight-Jim  Jeffries. 

Light  Heavyweight— liou  Fltt- 
simmons. 

Middleweight—  Ketchel 

Lightweight — Joe  Oans 

Featherweight— Aoe  Mitchell. 

I  never  could  keep  up  with  the 
bantamweights  jind  paperweights 
and  ao  on  long  enough  to  have  any 
personal  Judgment  on  them. 

It  s  very  difficult  to  select  a  group 
of  the  greatest  fighters  in  their  re- 
spective classes  because  mjiiy  or 
them  fought  in  several  classes  Take 
Fltaalminons.  for  example.  He  was 
a  great  middleweight,  a  great  light 
heavyweight  and  a  great  heavy- 
weight. His  weight  was  practically 
the  same  In  all  these  claases.  but 


his  pivot  blow.  Then  came  Sailor 
Burkf.  who.  by  the  way.  wa.  the 
first  to  knock  out  Joe  Orlm.  The 
name  of  Orlm  Is  still  used  among 
fighters  to  denote  a  man  who  could 
take  a  lot  of  punishment. 

The  navy  also  turned  out  two 
really  good  lightweights  in  Paddy 
Ryan  and  Tommy  Downs  Then 
there  were  Larry  Prendargast  and 
Billy  Shcvltn. 

Probably  the  most  famous  of  lat- 
ter-day navy  fighters  were  Frank 
Moran  and  "Ounboat '  Bmith 
Moran  was  on  the  President  I  yacht, 
Mayflower,  from  which  he  was  dis- 
charged, to  become  a  real  profes- 
sional One  could  name  a  doaen 
more  mediocre  navy  fighters.  Yes, 
1  guess  Uncle  Sam's  boats  turned 
out  more  fighters  than  any  one 
source  of  supply. 

I  have  Just  mentioned  Joe  Orlm. 
There  is  a  good  Illustration  of  tba 
point  I  made  early*  in  this  series 
of  article*,  that  it  is  more  Important 
to  select  a  fighter  the  public  wanu 
tn  see  than  to  match  them  so  the 
scrap  will  be  even.  Joe  Orlm  nsver 
could  fight  much,  but  he  could 
stand  more  fighting  than  any  man 
In  tne  world 

The  very  best  of  the  fighters  went 
after  Orlm  and  hammered  him  all 
around  the  ring,  but  they  could  not 
knock  him  out  His  presence  in 
the  ring  got  to  be  a  joke  among 
fight  fans     He  became  a  favorite.

In  all  the  articles  I  liave  read 
telling  how  to  play  roK  there  has 
been  a  great  deal  relating  to  mas- 
tering the  mechanics  of  the  game, 
but  very  little  pertaining  to  Its 
psychology.  I  submit  that  there 
has  been  a  very  sad  omission  here. 
At  least  In  the  case  of  the  golfers 
who  take  up  Lhe  game  after  they 
have  nee  red  or  passed  the  age  of 
tlxlrty.  the  first  need  Is  not  for  In- 
rtructlun  Xrom  a  professional,  but 
long  and  exceedingly  patient  treat- 
ment from  a  qualified  psycho- 
analyst. 

The  average  newcomer  to  golf 
imagines  that  it  consists  of  htttlng 
a  ball  with  varying  degrees  of  force, 
but  It  is  nothing  of  the  sort  It  is 
a  problem  of  keeping  your  poise  in 
the  midst  of  altemute  periods  of 
elating  and  dejection,  the  first  being 
Just  as  devastating  to  one's  game 
as  the  latter. 

The  duffer  doesn't  realise  this. 
He  approaches  golf  with  unsuspect- 
ing confidence.  Before  he  know*  it 
l.e  is  entangled  in  an  endless  mesh 
of  mental  pitlalls  from  which  he  Is 
seldom  able  thereafter  to  escape. 

An  approach  to  the  game  proper- 
ly provided  for  mentally  and  spirit- 
ually might  do  a  great  deal  lor  mil- 


Why  couldn't  Grandfather  John 
play  that  third  hole  as  it  should 
have  been  played?  II  he  had  done 
so.  he  not  only  would  have  won  the 
championship,  but  would  have  made 
the  lowest  score  in  the  history  of 
the  National  open! 

The  list  of  hoodoo  holes  is  end- 
less. They  are  no  more  to  be  ex- 
plained than  the  lucky  hole*,  which, 
ol  course,  are  noted  by  every  player. 

Every  player  has  noted,  too,  that 
prophetic  feeling  which  every  now 
and  then  precedes  a  play.  He  "feels'" 
that  he  will,  for  instance,  hole  a 
long  putt  It  is  a  "hunch."  and  It 
lurn*  out  to  be  a  good  one 

The  most  notable  instance  of  a 
golf  "hunch"  was  that  of  Max  Mar- 
Eton's  In  the  1933  amateur  cham- 
pionship On  a  short  hole  of  his 
matth  with  Francis  Oulmet  Msr- 
ston  pitched  his  ball  to  the  back  of 
the  green,  tfhlle  Francis  Laid  his 
three  feet  from  the  cup.  It  was  a 
crucial  stage  of  the  match  and  the 
tide  seemed  to  be  turning  In  Oulmet's 
favor. 

But  Marston  never  had  the  slight- 
est fear  that  he  wouldn't  sink  his 
putt,  even  though  It  was  a  fifty- 
foot  one.  down  a  sidehUJ  slope.  He 
hit  his  ball  almost  without  studying 
U  and  into  the  cup  it  went  for  a 
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No  freater  fighter  than  Boo  P1U- 
slmmom  ever  lived.     At  the  same 
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Durtnf  a  football   fanning  beet 
with  "Juf "  Earpe  of  the  Oreen  Bay 
Packers,  he  «ra«  reminded  of  une  interesting 
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for  Ute  book  that  Al  Newer  of  tne 
N.  T.  Otants  pulled  after  a  tough 
game  in  1937.  which  he  tells  Uke 
this: 

"That  was  a  pretty  tough  came 
today.   1  remarked  to  AL 

Ml  say  it  waa."  he  replied.  "1 
remember  one  I  played  in  1907  that 
waa  plenty  tough,  but  that  baby  to- 
day was  no  stourh  either." 

Jim  Bowdctn.  former  U  of  Alaba- 
ma gusrd.  now  with  the  Oreen  Bay 
Packers,  pulled  a  wise  crack  that 
will  also  go  down  in  the  "book." 

After  Oreen  Bay  had  been  play- 
ing against  the  wind  for  moot  of 
the  first  half  and  being  handicapped 
In  the  punting.  Ute  ball  finally 
changed  aides 

Seeking  to  encourage  his 
mates  Bowdntn  piped  up. 
iMiw  fellers,  we've  got  the 
us  now.    Let  s  got" 


tkne  I  don't  believe  he  could  have 
licked  Jeffries  when  both  were  in 
their  prime. 

I  have  purposely  left  Benny  Leon- 
ard out  of  my  calculation*  No  man 
ever  held  the  lightweight  crown 
with  more  honor  and  pride  than 
Leonard  He  1«  a  wonderful  fel- 
low personally.  I  will  have  to  leave 
II  to  the  fight  Tans  to  decide 
whether  they  think  Leonard  could 
have  licked  Oans  when  both  were 
In  their  prime. 

All  of  those  men  ware  great 
money  makers  In  their  day.  but 
with  the  exceptlun  of  Jim  Jeffries, 
few  were  good  business  men. 

Let  me  explain  that  there  were 
other  (rreat  fighters  of  the  old 
school,  but  1  cannot  discuss  Utem 
because  f  never  saw  them  rnough 
to  be  able  to  form  any  opinion  I 
mention  only  those  I  have  eeen 
tight 

I  have  MM  that  the  champions 
I  have  mentioned  were  not  all  good 
*nMUlBB*  men  I  often  wonder  H 
under  the  present  rate  of  pay  they 
would  have  been  be'ter 

Jim  Corbett  was  one  of  the  wise 
bo  sen.  on  finances.  Corbett  was 
vrry  quick  to  grasp  the  idea  Utat  a 
flfhter'y.  money  usually  laxred  a 
short  while.  Me  therefore  invested 
wisely,  and  in  addition,  drifted  into 
the  theatrical  business  and  did  well. 
In  this  connection  it  might  be 
to    note    from  what 


present,  when  the  flr«t  man 
knocked  him  out.  He  mad*  con- 
siderable money  by  appearing  solely 
as  a  punching  bag. 

Z  was  at  a  billiard  parlor  and  saw 
two  men  playing  and  betting.  One 
of  them  had  no  chance  at  all.  but 
Biter  every  game  he  would  uv.ist  on 
trying  again. 

Huh."  grunted  a  man  next  to 
me.  ~I  don  t  know  who  that  fel- 
low la.  but  I'd  call  him  the  Joe 
Orlm  ol  billiards.  He  U  a  glutton 
for  punishment.- 

In  Utat.  way  the  words  "Joe 
Orlm"  have  come  to  be  a  sort  of 
synonym  for  persistency  under  pun- 
ishment in  any  sort  of  business. 

At  one  time  Leach  Cross  wan  un- 
popular for  some  reason,  which  no- 
body ever  seemed  to  understand. 
Crowds  would  go  to  Ute  fights  Just 
to  see  him  knocked  out  But  lie 
wasn't  knocked  out.  8o  persistent 
and  game  were  his  efforts,  that 
Cross  became  Just  a.t  popular  as  he 
had  formerly  been  unpopular.  He 
became  a  great  drawing  card  Leach 
Cross  really  was  a  very  likeable,  am- 
cere  fellow  He  made  quite  a  lot 
of  money 

It  was  the   followers   of  Leach 
Cross  who  coined  the  ramous  phrase 
still  current    in    Ute  n*»hi  gsme 
"Box  fighting  is  a  business' 

In  wandering  into  this  discussion 
I  have  drifted  from  the  siory  of 
my  first  appearance  In  New  York 
as  a  promoter. 


•phere  of  life  most  of  the  flehtert 
earns.    In  the  old  day*  they  came 
mostly    from    the    alhleUr    clubs 1 
around  Boston.  New  York.  New 
leans  and  Ban  Prancisra 

Beginning  twenty-four  years  ago. 
the  United  Rtates  Navy  took  a  big 
hand  tn  boxing  I  behove  the 
battleships,  gunboats  and  so  on 
have  turned  out  a  greater  number 
Of  fighters  than  any  other  source 
Oddly,  though  the  Navy  has  not 
turned  out  real  champions.  Nearly 
■t*we  one  a|  them  was  Just  ihort 
of  UUs  calibre.

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DICK  IRVIN  QUITS 
CHICAGO  HAWKS; 
HAS  HAD  ENOUGH 

TORONTO.  Jan  ».-The  Olobe. 
in  Its  sporttn*  comment*  today,  says 
Tilek  Irvlii.  clever  centre  player 
of  the  Chicago  Black  Hawks,  of  the 
National  Hockey  League,  will  play 
no  more  hockey  If  he  adhere*  to  his 
proa  ant  intenUone.  Dissatisfied  with 
the  Black  Hawks  for  reasons  not 
disclosed,  Irvtn  left  Ute  team  after 
Saturday  nipjht  *  game  here  with 
Toronto  Maple  Leafs  and  will  re- 


lions  of  American.*.  It  might  not 
make  better  golfers  or  them,  but  it 
is  conceivable  that  it  might  make 
them  happier  golfer*. 

Even  then.  Mr.  Duffer  should  be 
warned  that  there  are  some  things 
in  golf  for  which  not  even  the  most 
expert  psychologist  can  prepare  him. 
Things  like  this,  for  Instance: 

In  1915.  the  year  Jerry  Travers 
won  his  open  championship,  the 
veteran  Oeorge  Low  had  a  grand 
chance  to  take  the  ttUe  The  course 
where  the  event  was  played — the 
famous  Balluarol  Club,  at  Short 
Hills.  N  J.,  was  his  home  course  and 
he  was  in  ftne  form  during  almost 
the  whole  route.  With  only  a  part 
of  the  final  round  to  go  It  looked 
as  though  he  might  win  ouL 

At  the  fifth  hole  Lowe  had  to  wait 
In  the  fairway  to  play  to  Ute  green, 
which  was  occupied  oy  a  pair  of 
slow  player*.  He  didn't  want  to 
nang  over  hi*  ball,  so  he  walked  over 
to  watch  Ute  players  In  the  adjoin- 
ing fairway,  the  fifteenth. 

One  of  them  was  Ben  8a vers,  the 
great  British  star,  who  had  come 
over  to  try  for  Ute  Utle.  At  'hat 
moment  Bayers  was  pitching  to  the 
green.  As  Low  looked  on  he  hit  his 
ball  with  the  heel  of  his  mashic  and 
put  it  out  of  bounds. 

Low  shook  his  head  in  sorrow  over 
Bayer*  touRh  luck  and  went  back 
to  play  his  own  ball  He.  loo.  had  a 
mashle  pitch  to  play  Taking  his 
stance,  he  swung,  heeled  his  ball 
just  as  Bayers  had  done  and.  Ilk* 
8ayers,  put  it  out  of  bounds! 

A  curious  experience,  indeed  How 
do  you  explain  it?  How  would  you 
guard  against  having  It  happen  to 
you?  And  please  observe  that  it  was 
In  trying  to  dodge  one  psychological 
pitfall  that  Mr.  Low.  an  experienced 
veteran  player,  ran  into  another.  He 
didn't  want  to  hang  over  his  own 
ball  because  he  feared  he  would  get 
lUmaelf  into  a  mental  maelstrom 
studying  how  to  play  It.  To  take  his 
mind  off  his  own  game  he  watched 
Mr.  Ben  Bayer*  play  his  game 
Whereupon  he  prompUy  played  Mr 
Bayer*'  gams— and  Mr  Sayers'  name 
at  its  worst. 

No  wonder  that  after  this  catas-  I 
trophic  Low's  mashle  ceased  to  be 
of  any  value  to  him  in  thai  cham- 
pionship. From  then  on  he  flubbed 
his  mashle  shots  consistently.  He 
passed  out  of  the  picture. 

No  duffer  is  eveT  oufncientJv 
warned  in  advance  that  there  will 
always  be  one  hole  on  Uie  course 
'hat  will  be  a  hoodoo  to  him.  Never- 
theless this  Is  something  that  *eems 
bound  to  Itappen—  even  to  great 
players 

I  remember  the  rrlcbrated  Oil 
NicholLi  telling  me  that  once,  look-

In  Souleda.  the  Druse  capital,  and 
in  the  casUes  of  the  Atrash  family, 
we  had  found  a  rich  fuedal  aristoc- 
racy, holding  fast  to  Druse  customs 
end  tradition*,  yet  partially  sophis- 
ticated through  contact  with  Da- 
•~mm~.m  Beirut,  and  the  coast.  I  was 
beginning  to  know  my  hosts  so  well 
and  trust  them  so  much  that  I  had 
no  hesitancy  In  talking  to  them  of 
the  tale*  I  had  heard  in  Damascus 
At  some  they  were  amused  ,  at  others 
angrv  in  most  case*  they  were 
candid  and  even  anxious  for  us  to 
learn  the  truth.  Northeast  of  Sou- 
leda and  behind  the  traffic  basalt 
r»nd  is va  walls  and  gorges  or  the 
hejah.  whither  we  were  taken  on 
horseback  by  Hussein  Pasha  Atrash 
fo ,  tittle  villages  and  clusters  of 
.cto'ne  hou.sea  unmarked  on  any  map. 
there  are  Druse  peasants  as  far  re- 
moved from  civilization  a*  If  they 
lived  in  the  mountains  of  the  moon 

Some  of  the  old-fashioned,  super  - 
.•tlflou*  Druse*.  Hussein  Pasha  said, 
believed  In  demoniac  possession 
They  chained  down  a  man  or  wom- 
tn  troubled  by  an  evil  spirit  ln  Just 
such  an  iron  collar  a*  had  been  de- 
rcribed  to  us.  They  did  It  not  from 
cruelty  but  with  the  idea  or  driving 
out  the  devil,  who  would  tire  or  a 
rramprd  body  and  go  in  search  or  a 
man  comfortable  habitation  An 
instance  or  the  rear  or  evil  spirits 
1  saw  with  my  own  eyes  In  a  house 
'■here  we  stopped  Tor  water  A 
P-uv  mother  fell  into  a  rage  be- 
cause her  husband,  hurrying  eager- 
lv  across  the  room  with  a  Jug  to 
serve  us.  had  brushed  her  baby's 
empty  cradle  with  the  skirt  of  his 
?*h%  and  made  it  rock.  While  she 
bgfftted  him.  Hussein  grinned  and 
«  hl'oered  that  spirits  like  to  rock 
or  swing,  and  therefore  sometimes 
jump  Into  empty  cradles  for  a  'Tree 
Mde  Then,  after  the  baby  Is  put 
back  in  the  cradle,  the  spirit  And* 
itself  crowded  and  pinches  and 
plpgues  the  child.

The  Idea  that  Druses  that  die  are 
interred  In  the  walls  of  vieir  houses 
was  based.  I  found,  on  the  fact  that 
until  a  generation  ago  the  elders,  or 
ftkllx.  were  thus  burled,  and  still  are. 
in  the  remoter  districts  We  saw 
no  Druse  funeral  ln  the  Leian.  but 
1  had  the  good  luck,  on  another  oc- 
casion, to  attend  one  m  the  moun- 
tains of  the  Lebanon  I  had  ar- 
rived at  Ibadyah  to  spend  the  night 
as  guest  of  the  uncle  Of  Daoud 
Iradin.  Ibadyah  was  a  villag  *  peo- 
pled by  Christians.  Mohametans. 
snd  Druses  in  about  equal  numbers. 

About  nine  o'clock,  alter  we  had 
dined,  a  man  stood  below  In  the 
street,  shouting:  "Hear,  oh.  hear!" 
We  went  to  the  wtndowa,  and  he 
cried  out:  M8ald  Najar  is  dead" 
This  was  equivalent  to  a  funeral 
announcement  as  well  as  a  death 
notice,  since  the  Druses  did  net 
practice  embalming  and  always  held 
the  funeral  on  the  morning  follow- 
ing the  death.  Daoud  l  uncle  told 
us  that  Said  Najar  was  a  Druse 
farmer  who  had  been  noted  for  his 
physical  strength  and  courage  ln 
wax.  'Once.''  said  the  uncle.  I  saw 
him  lirt  a  Jum  (granite  mortar* 
above  his  head  with  one  hand  and 
carry  it  for  fifty  paces  " 

Early  in  the  morning,  when  we 
set  out  on  foot  toward  the  house  of 
the  dead  man.  we  met  a  procession 
headed  by  the  bearer  of  the  banner 
of  Islam,  green  silk  embroidered  in 
gold  Arabic  characters,  Btsmaluth 
al-rahman  al-rahim—  "In  the  name 
of  Allah,  the  Merciful,  the  Compas- 
sionate "  Then,  carried  high  above 
their  heads  by  six  men  who  let  It 
rest  on  the  very  tips  of  their  out- 
stretched fingers,  came  an  empty 
pine  coffin  covered  with  shining 
tin  or  nickel,  bright  as  silver,  and 
resembling  a  sarcophagus  with  a  lid 
Lshaped  like  the  body  of  a  man. 
wild  flowers,  yellow  and  red.  *ere 
stuck  through  the  handles  of  the 
coffin.  Among  the  marchers  who 
followed  were  Maronlte  Christian*. 
Druses,  and  Moslems,  distinguished 
by  their  different  costumes  and 
headdresses.  Men  of  all  three  sects, 
including  Christian  priests  In  the 
robes  of  the  Oreek  and  Maronlte 
churches,  took  turns  at  carrying 
the  coffin  and  also  the  banner  of 
Islam,  replacing  each  other  every 
hundred  yards  or  so  as  the  proces- 
sion wound  through  the  village 
street. 

I  said  to  Daoud  "I  think  this  Is 
the  strangest  sight  I  have  ever  aeen 
in  your  fantastic  Arabia— a  Christ- 
ian priest  with  his  vestments  and 
crucifix,  holding  high  with  both 
hands  the  'infidel'  flag  of  Mahour.d!" 

"Bah!"  said  he.  "It's  nothing  at 
all  Or  anyway.  It's  flrty-flfty.  If 
you  come  here  when  a  Christian 
dies,  you  will  And  both  Druses  and 
Mohametans  helping  to  carry  the 
crucifix  with  Christian  banners  at 
the  head  of  the  procession ." 

After  the  coffin  came  first  the 
young  men.  warriors  and  farmers. 
They  sang  as  they  marched.  They 
were  followed  by  the  Druse  elders, 
venerable  In  white  turbans  and  long 
black  cloaks.  Since  the  law  of  the 
Druses  t*  that  the  elders  must  al- 
ways maintain  their  dignity  and 
never  show  emotion,  they  neither 
sang  nor  participated  in  the  cere- 
monies. The  singing  was  all  to  the 
same  tune,  a  sort  of  melodious  cou- 
plet in  four -four  time,  with  the  last 
note  of  each  line  elided  The  words 
were  verse,  either  written  or  extem- 
porized on  the  spot,  in  honor  of  the 
dead  man.  A  chorus  of  four  men 
only,  walking  immediately  behind 
the  coffin,  tried  over  a  new  couplet, 
and  after  they  had  practiced  it  a 
ha  If -dozen  times,  they  gave  the  sign 
and  the  procession  began  to  sing 
it  like  a  Oreek  chorus. 

The  songs  were  neither  in  praise 
of  Ood  nor  in  supplication  to  Ood. 
They  were  merely  expressions  of 
praise  for  the  dead  man  and  sorrow

for  his  family.  Daoud  told  me 
that  they  must  stick  close  to  facta. 
In  this  case,  the  only  traits  that 
could  be  praised  were  the  dead 
man's  physical  strength,  his  courage 
in  war,  and  his  generosity;  it  seems 
that  he  liad  not  been  pious  or  pros- 
perous or  particularly  intelligent. 
The  first  couplet  they  sang  was: 

Whom  Is  Allah  taking  today? 
Perhaps  it  Is  An  tar.  that  great 
warrior. 

Since  Antar  was  one  of  the  great 
Arab  warriors  and  heroes  before  the 
time  of  Mohamet,  to  suggest  that 
the  soul  of  Said  Najar  was  the  soul 
or  Antar  was  a  tribute  to  his 
strength  in  battle. 

Other  couplets  ran  in  this  wise: 

A  lion  Is  dead 

And  the  forest  Is  In  darkness. 

When  such  a  lion  dies. 

All  spears  should  be  lowered. 

There  are  plenty  of  stars  ln  the 

sky- 
Only  the  moon  has  been  eclipsed. 

Patience  Is  better; 

Por  death  is  the  lot  or  all. 

The  procession  had  now  reached 
a  sort  of  square  or  courtyard  out- 
side the  stone  house  of  the  dead 
man  The  elders  seated  themselves 
on  the  ground  In  the  courtyard, 
leaving  the  central  space  clear,  and 
there  the  procession,  still  with  the 
banner  and  the  empty  coffin  held 
high,  marched  slowly  rbund  and 
round.  From  time  to  time  people 
composed  hew  couplets,  wrote  them 
on  scraps  of  paper,  and  handed 
them  to  the  singers. 

Meanwhile  the  body  had  been 
washed  and  dressed  and  was  lying 
on  a  mattress  In  a  big  tent  on  the 
hillside.  Just  below  the  dead  man's 
house.  The  tent  had  been  put  up 
because  the  house  was  too  small  to 
contain  the  women  who  had  come 
to  mourn  with  the  wife  and  Maters. 
All  these  women,  dressed  in  white 
and  veiled,  were  crowded  into  the 
lent,  watching  over  the  body,  while 
the  men  marched  In  procession  out- 
side. The  women  did  not  sing,  but 
whispered  among  themselves  and 
raised  their  voices  from  time  to  time 
ln  crtes  of  lamentation. 

Presently  there  was  a  sound  of 
singing  from  a  distance,  and  down 
one  of  the  winding  streets,  between 
stone  walls,  rame  a  delegation  from 
a  neighboring  village,  led  by  Druse 
elders.  Oreek  priests,  and  Mohame- 
tan  imams.  The  local  singers  fell 
aside  to  allow  the  visitors  to  march 
behind  the  coffin  and  intone  their 
couplets.  Similar  processions  came 
from  other  villages  until  there  were 
finally  perhaps  six  or  eight  hundred 
men  marching  behind  the  coffin  and 
/Inking.  Meanwhile  water  was 
passed  freely  in  stone  Jars,  but  ho 
rood  and  no  other  drink  or  any  sort 
was  ordered,  since  it  is  a  point  of 
honor  that  visiting  guests  at  a 
luneral  must  take  no  refreshments 
at  the  home  or  the  mourners. 

Toward  noon  the  marching  and 
singing  stopped.  Quickly  and  with- 
out ceremony  six  men  went  into  the 
tent  with  the. coffin,  thrust  the  body 
into  it  unceremoniously,  and.  hur- 
rying out  with  It  on  their  shoulders, 
took  their  places  again  in  the  pro- 
cession. The  veiled  wile  and  daugh- 
ter-, pathetically  waved  a  last  fare- 
well 

The  procession  wound  down  a 
steep  mule-path,  through  gardens, 
among  tree*  and  irrigated  vineyards, 
to  a  tomb  on  the  mountainside  It 
was  a  solid  vault  about  ten  leet 
square,  built  or  f  tone,  without  door, 
window  or  entrance  of  any  sort 
above  ground  Two  feat  under- 
ground there  was  a  small  opening, 
closed  by  a  rude,  flat  natural  stone. 
It  was  necessary  to  dig  s  trench, 
uncover  this  stone,  and  lift  It  away 
As  the  coffin  lay  In  the  trench, 
ready  to  be  pushed  through  the 
hole,  a  young  man  with  a  beautiful 
tenor  voice  at  ood  and  sang  like  an 
angel.

As  Dnoud 
explsined  It.  the  elders  have  the 
right  to  withhold  their  prayer,  and 
U  the  dead  man  s  lire  has  been 
notoriously  evil,  they  sometimes  do 
withhold  It.  to  the  great  unhap- 
plneas  or  the  family 

What  followed  was  a  quick,  rough 
business.  Pour  or  five  of  the  strong- 
est men  laid  hold  of  the  coffin  to 
push  It  through  the  hole  into  tha 
vault  The  lid  was  too  big  and  the 
coffin  Jammed  Although  the  lid 
had  been  nailed  down,  the  men 
pried  It  off.  disclosing  the  body,  and 
I  noticed  heavy  tattoo  marks  on  the 
hands.
